The April, 1967, issue #88, of "'fee Thunderbolt”, which 
is self-described as "the official White Racial Organ of the 
National States Rights Party'% a characterization of which is 
attached, contained an article on Page 3 captioned "Negroes 
Operate Underground Radio" o feis article indicated that on 
February 12, 1967, an unlicensed radio station which calls 
itself "Radio Free Harlem" went on the air in New York City« 

The article disclosed that the radio broadcasts for approximately 
half an hour at a time and that the Federal Comnranications 
Commission has not been able to locate the operators of this 
station, fee article continued by stating that the station 
broadcasts mostly Negro music and makes appeals for the support 
of Congressman Adam Clayton Powell. The station also segues ts that 
contributions be sent to Powell’s church. The article indicated 
that such a radio station could "wreak" additional havock by urging 
the Negroes to rise up in arms and furnish instructions to 
guerilla fighters in the event of possible forthcoming riots in 
the Summer, 1967. 

Page 7 of the same publication reflects a letter written 
to the editor of "Thei Thunderbolt" by Roy F. Wake, 2508 South Enchid 
Avenue, Berwyn, Illinois, The letter calls for throwing out 
union officials that give pension funds to "blacks and beatnik 
scum" for civil riots. It also calls for walking out on sermons 
and non-participation in church programs which preach race mixing. 

It also calls for the Joining, supporting and working with the 
National States Rights Party to make this nation a better place to 
live. 


Page 8 of the publication contained a notice that Dr. Edward 
R. Fields was scheduled to speak on Saturday, April 15, 1967, 
at 7s30 p.m,, at the National States Rights Party Hall, 224 Oak 
Street in Dayton, Ohio, and was to speak the following day, April 
16, 1967, in Middletown, Ohio.

the U, S. Navy were killed and 75 wounded. In one of the articles 
captioned, "Jews Desperate to Cover Up USS Liberty Attack", the 
publication states, "We demand aid and support to the Arab people 
in their fight for freedom and liberation of lands taken by the Jew 
aggressors." The article continues that support of the stand 
can be manifested through distribution of extra copies of "The 
/Thunderbolt" and joining the National States Rights Party (NSRP) .

Page 7 reflects an article captioned, "Communists Say 
’Outlaw Anti-Jewism’", in which information is set forth regarding 
the State of New York revising its State Constitution for which a 
convention has been called. The i*evision of the State Constitution 
concerns any incitement to racism or Arti-Jewism considered a 
crime punishable by law. This revision has gained the support of the 
New York Communist Party of which Gil Green is State Chairman. The

The article claims ,that 
Charles 0, Farris, described as the NSRP Chapter Leader, has pre-

"Lucifer King and his black mobs". The article claims that 
Connie Lynch willbs in Cleveland arousing the whites to defend 
their rights 'by the time this issue of "The Thunderbolt" is 
received and that shortly after July 4 Doctor Edward R, Field?, 
National Director, and R. D. Eldridge, the NatiQinal Organizer, 
and J. B. Stoner will be in Clr land to help lead the struggle 
for the white rights. Further on in the article the NSRP 
"has called for supporters from throughout America to head for 
Cleveland to back up the party leadership and defense of white 
people of Cleveland. Those who are not tied down with jobs are 
expected to arrive in sufficient numbers to more than counter 
balance the Negro demonstrators. Whites have a Constitutional 
right to peaCjOfully counter demonstrate for their rights and 
that is exactly what the NSRP is now going to do in Cleveland.

Page 8 of this issue of "The Thunderbolt" is captioned, 
"Federal Courts Go Berserk", which contains a series of articles 
regarding the decisions of the Federal Courts in regard to the 
Welfare Residency Law, forced bussing in integrated areas, missed 
marriage rulings and race mixing. 

Page 9 announces the National Convention of the NSRP 
for 1967 to be held in Jacksonville, Florida, August 26,26 and 
27, 19’67 at the Carpenters Hall, 920 Main Street, with the 
NSRP National Committee meeting being had 8; 00 PM August 26 in 
the Hall.

The July, 1958, of ’"The Thunderbolt”, self-

According 
to the article, the party vras formed at a recently held meeting 
in Knoxville, Tennessee, at which many klansmen were represented. 
The UWP was reported as being opposed to all "race mixing 
organizations arid individuals . " 

The July, 1958 issue of "The Thunderbolt," self- 
described as the "official Racial Nationalist Organ of the 
National States Rights Party" (NSRP), reported that rank and 
file "States Righters" had merged with the UWP under "the banner 
of the National States Rights Party, " with national offices at 
Post Office Box 26l, Jeffersonville, Indiana, 

In November, 1953, a source advised that the NSRP is 
composed of past members of the KLan-type organizations and 
notorious anti-Semites . 

Issue No. 19, dated June, i960 of "The Thunderbolt" 
announced the address of the headquarters of the NSRP had been 
changed from Jeffersonville, Indiana to Post Office Box 783j 
Birmingham, Alabama,

The April, 1968, issue, #100, of ’’The Thunderbolt", 
the official publication of the National States Bights Party, 
a characterization of which appears in the attached Appendix, 
has a page one article headlined "Biot Commission Report 
Backfires.... Whites Openly Px'otest LBJ’s Charging Them 
Guilty of Riots". 

The accompanying article attacks the conclusions 
reached in the recent report issued by the National Ad visor ’r 
Commission on Civil Disorders, charging that the appointed 
committee did not write the report but that it v/as entirely 
written by David Ginsburg whom it identifies as a long-time 
member of the socialist Americans for Democratic Action. The 
article concludes on page two that it is time to cease 
appeasing the Negro and it is time to get tough v;ith him. 

It notes that the police in Orangeburg, South Carolina, 
have shown how to put down riots and relates that once 
black insurrectionists were gunned down by the law officers, 
peace returned. 


An article on page two charges that "another Jew" 
also wrote the State of New Jersey riot reports. This 
article concludes that it is organized Jewry v;hich continues 
to tell the Negroes they are oppressed and should demand 
more. It states that repeatedly the Jew agitates the Negro

Page three contains a headlined exhortation for 
readers to write their congressman in order to "beat open 
housing". 


Another article on the same page relates a 
story that rich Negroes are ti'aveling to Sweden to obtain 
white wives. This article also contains the claim that 
"The Thunderbolt" circulates in all fifty states and 
in all of the western European countries. 

Page four contains an article commenting on the 
court leniency given individuals identified as supporters 
of President Johnson. It names such individuals as 
Bobby Baker, Ralph Ginzburg and Louis Wolf son. 

The principal article on page five charges that 
Negroes desert under fire in the war in Vietnam, relating 
that the Negro has been given the opportunity to prove 
his "equality" but has failed. 

The editorial page, page six, contains the masthead 
which notes that "The Thunderbolt, Inc." is published monthly 
and that the subscription rate is $5 per year. It gives the 
mailing address as Post Office Box 6263, Savannah, Georgia, 
and identified the editor as Dr. Edward R. Fields. 

The editorial on this page which is by-lined 
Dr. Edward R. Fields pertains to a charge that Israel has 
declined to pay for the destruction of the DSS Liberty. 

It exhorts the readers not to forget the 34 men killed on 
the Liberty which it says were murdered on the Jewish altar 
of war. 


The letters to the editor which commenced on page 
six contain a letter from Mrs, Alton Wayne Roberts, Meridian, 
^^ssissippi, whom it identified as the wife of a framed 
Mississippi patriot who asks that white men stand and fight. 
The letter charges that the convicted men were placed before 
a court of blind justice, harassed by the FBI, threatened 
with phone calls and letters and thrown in jail from a 
•scheme well planned for being white Christians. 
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Another lettei" to the column is identified as being 
from a Mi . New York" which relates in a column 
and a hali various infortiiAtion about St?lLn which he says 
clears the JewicSh smoke screen from the matter. Another 
letter is identified as being from ”G. H." of Sevier ville, 
Tennessee, which charges that the politicians of Khoxville 
have made a league with the Jews of Knoxville to keep the 
Negroes cool this summer. This letter states that the 
writer has read the book "The Negro a Beast" and highly 
recommends it, stating also that the reader has purchased 
35 copies of the March edition of "The Thunderbolt" v/hich 
he would distribute. 

Other letters in this column are also identified 
only by initials. 

An article on page eight comments that the 
present edition of "The Thunderbolt” is the 100th edition, 
noting that the first edition was published 10 years ago 
in Louisville, Kentucky and was produced in the attic of 
the residence of Millard D. Grubbs. The article notes that 
the five patriotic friends in Louisville financed the initial 
monthly deficits of the publication since every edition lost 
money the first year. 

This same article also notes that other publications 
have merged with "The Thunderbolt", identifying them as 
"The Georgia Tribune", "The Rebel", "The Virginian", "The 
American Digest" and "The X-Ray". 

Page eight also notes that meetings are to be 
held on April 3 and April 4, 1968, at Hattisburg, Mississippi, 
and Jackson, Mississippi, respectively at which J. B. Stoner 
of Savannah, Georgia, and local speakers would speak. 

Page nine is mostly devoted to an article attacking 
Louis E. Wolf son and commenting on his conviction. This 
same page also reproduces a letter from the "Friends of 
Lou Wolf son Committee, Jacksonville, Florida", under a 
headline which charges that Jacksonville Jews rally behind a 
convicted criminal. 
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Page ten relates the story about a reported incident 
which occurred in the filaing of a Plymouth Motor Corporation 
sponsored television special on 2 1968. The 

article states that a white female singer placed her hand 
"tenderly" on Harry Belafonte's arm and that a Chrysler-Plymouth 
advertising manager protested. The article states that this 
protest resulted in the firing of the individual and reminds 
readers to remember the event the next time they purchase 
a car . 


Page eleven reproduces an application for membership 
in the National States Rights Party with the accompanying 
pledge tiiat the signer is against Jewish communism monopoly, 
race mixing and internationalism. The pledge also contains 
other promises. 

Page twelve is mostly devoted to a list of books 
and literature available from "The Thunderbolt" and it 
also contains an article urging readers to purchase additional 
copies of "The Thunderbolt" to distribute. 

This same page contains an announcement that Dr. 
Edward R. Fields would speak at San Diego, California, on 
April 18, 1968, and at Los Angeles, California, on April 
19-21, 1968. It states Oregon and Washington meeting notices 
would be later mailed to supporters. 

This edition of the "The Thunderbolt” also contained 
an accompanying single sheet of paper which requests support 
of a National States Rights Party headquarters building 
fund. This leaflet states that the National States Rights 
Party needs a permanent home for its headquarters and it would 
be a trememdous boost to the work the National States Rights 
Party is performing. The bottom portion of the request for 
assistance contains a form which readers can mail with their 
contribution to National States Rights Party headquarters.

The February, 1969, issue of ’’The Thunderbolt , 
a publication of the National States Rights Party (NSRP), 
a characterization of which appears in the attached Appendix, 
headlines a front page story ’’Nixon Keeps L.B.J. s Negress As 
Chief Enforcer Of School Mixing”. The accompanying 
refers to Ruby Martin, identified as a Negro and as the Chief 
of the Enforcement Division of Health, Education and .Velfare, 

The article notes that she is an appointee of the previous 
administration who is being retained by President Nixon. 

A related article on the front page notes that any school district 
wishing to ’’defy these tyrants’,’ HEW, or any parents of children 
can phone NSRP Headquarters in Savannah, which would send organizers 
and speakers to help ’’fight to preserve our chilaren , (from 
Integration) . 

A news flash on page 2 of the publication notes that 
’’The Thunderbolt” had recently exposed the case of an FBi informer 
within the Klan who had made a "clean breast of his sordid past . 

It notes that tiiis news was totally ignored by the daily press ^ 
and that the ’’Washington Observer Newsletter and The Councillor 
have been the only other publications to carry the news. The 
article notes that the news was reported in their January 
issue that Robert E. McCoy, formerly a paid spy working 
FBI had given a sworn statement to the NSRP of nuBierous instances 
in which the FBI planted evidence and other forms of entrapments 
to convict segregationists in the south’ .

Stories on page 4 are devoted to such articles as 
comments on Arthur F, Burns, identified as a Jew being raised to 
Cabinet rank. It also notes that President Nixon has named 
Walter Annenberg, a Jew and a gambler, as U. S, Ambassador to 
Great Britain. One of the articles on this page comments on 
the appointment of Henry Kissinger and noted that it is ’’high 
time the white majority in this country rise up and demand 
that a Christian be given a chance at this most powerful of 
all positions in our Government”.
